Thank you for purchasing the RadioShack Sonic Thunder 
radio controlled truck. The truck's super-size wheels 
handle the rough spots, and its differential gear handles 
those tight corners. Built to V 12 scale, it can reach 
speeds of up to 530 feet per minute. It has 4-wheel 
drive, a high gear for driving at high speed, and a low 
gear for climbing slopes up to 35 degrees. Your Sonic 
Thunder is available in two frequencies (27 and 49 MHz) 
to let you race against other radio-controlled trucks. 
Check the truck's box to see which frequency your Sonic 
Thunder uses. 

IN5TALUNG BATTERIES 

Sonic Thunder requires a 9.6-volt rechargeable nickel- 
cadmium (Ni-Cd), or nickel-metal-hydride (Ni-MH), 
battery pack and battery charger. The transmitter 
requires one 9-volt battery (not supplied). The 
rechargeable battery pack and battery pack charger, as 
well as alkaline battery, are available at your local 
RadioShack store. ^ ft 
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SI CAUTION SI 

Do not charge or recharge the 
battery pack while it is in the 
truck. 

After you charge or recharge 
the battery pack, disconnect it 
from the charger. 
Overcharging the battery pack 
could damage it. 

When you disconnect the 
battery pack from the charger, 
do not pull on the connector's 
wires. You might damage the 
battery pack.

Your truck uses a 9.6-volt rechargeable battery pack. 
You must charge the battery pack with a battery 
charger before you can use it to power your truck. Follow 
the charger's instructions to charge the battery pack. 



1. Slide ON/OFF on the bottom of the truck to OFF. 

2. Use a coin to turn the latch on the battery 
compartment cover counter clockwise until it stops. 

3. Lift and remove the cover. 

4. Attach the battery pack's white plastic connector to 
the car's matching connector. Do not force them 
together. They only fit one way. 

5. Replace the cover and turn the latch clockwise to 
secure it. 

When the truck moves slowly or does not move at all, 
recharge the truck's battery pack.tt ! 
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I M THE Trams MITT ER 

The transmitter requires one 9-volt battery. For the 
best and longest operation, we recommend a RadioShack 
alkaline battery. 

1. Slide ON/OFF on the transmitter to OFF. 



2 . To remove the battery compartment's cover, slide it 
in the direction of the arrow marked on the cover, 
and then lift. 

3. Put the battery in the transmitter as indicated by 
the polarity symbols (+ and -) marked inside. 

4. Replace the cover and snap it in. 

When the transmitter's range decreases, replace its 
battery.

Slide ON/OFF on the bottom of the truck to ON. 

Slide ON/OFF on the transmitter to ON. The LED on the 
transmitter lights. 

Slide H-L at the bottom rear of the truck to H (high) for 
driving on a smooth surface or L (low) for driving on 
rough surfaces, or climbing slopes. A &

Slide VOL HI/LO on the top of the truck to HI (high) or LO 
(low) to select the desired volume level. 
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Slide the ALARM/ON/OFF Switch on top of the truck to 
the desired mode. 


Press SOUND on the side of the transmitter once to 
activate the sound effects when the ALARM or ON 
mode is selected. 

When the switch is set to ALARM, a security alarm 
monitors your truck to protect it from being played with 
by unauthorized people. The lights on the roll bar flash 
twice and the truck beeps twice. Then the ALARM LED 
flashes. An alarm sounds when your truck detects being 
rolled. To stop the alarm sound, slide ALARM/ON/OFF to 
OFF, or press RESET. 

When the switch is set to ON, an ignition sound effect 
occurs. The following sounds and light effects are also 
activated with the movements of your truck. 

FULL STOP + SOUND — Horn sound 

FORWARD — Driving sound and light effects 

FORWARD + LEFT — Skid, driving sound and light 
effects 

FORWARD + RI&HT— Skid, driving sound and light 
effects 

FORWARD + SOUND + LEFT or RIGHT - Skid sound 
effects 

FORWARD + ALARM +LEFT or RIGHT — Alarm and horn 
sounds 

REVERSE + ALARM + SOUND — Alarm and horn sounds 

REVERSE + ALARM + SOUND + LEFT or RIGHT - Alarm 
only 

REVERSE + SOUND + LEFT or RIGHT - Skid sound 
effects 

REVERSE — Driving sound and light effects 
REVERSE + LEFT — Driving sound and light effects 
REVERSE + RIGHT — Driving sound and light effects 


HELPFUL HINTS 

The following hints can help you 

get the most from your truck. 

• Running your truck continuously 
for long periods generates high 
heat levels. Heat causes wear 
and tear on the motor. To help 
keep heat levels down, when 
your truck's battery power 
dies, let the truck cool for at 
least 10 minutes before 
installing new or newly charged 
batteries. 

• If the truck's motor runs, but 
the truck does not respond to 
the transmitter, move closer to 
the truck and try again. 

• If someone uses a CB nearby, it 
might interfere with control of 
the truck. If this happens, 
move the truck away from the 
CB. 

• You cannot operate your truck 
near devices with transmitters 
that use the same frequency 
(27MHz or 49MHz). Check the 
truck's packaging to see which 
frequency your truck uses. 

• If the truck moves slowly, and 
you just installed a fully 
charged battery pack, check 
the wheel mechanisms for lint, 
thread, hair, or dust. 


CRASH - The truck makes a crashing sound effect when 
the bumpers hits against an obstacle. 
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OFF - Slide the ALARM/ON/OFF switch to OFF when sound 
and light effects are not required. 

RESET - press to resume normal operation. 

When you finish driving the truck, set ON/OFF on both 
the truck and the transmitter to OFF.^ 

WHEEL AviGMME/vn’ 

If the truck does not drive in a straight line when you 
release the right control lever, adjust the wheel 
alignment control on the bottom of the truck. 

Turn the control toward L (left) if the truck is pulling to 
the right, or toward R (right) if the truck is pulling to 
the left.
